1 . Claims 2,9, 11, 1 8, 22, 24, 29, and 3 1 are canceled by the applicants. 

2. Claims 1, 3-8, 10, 12-17, 19-21, 23, 25-28, 30, and 32-34 (now renumbered as 1-4, 8-10, 
13-16, 20-22, 25-26, 11, 5-7, 12, 23, 17-19, and 24, respectively) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art fails to 
teach the system of Claim 1, the method of Claim 10, the medium of Claim 19, and the apparatus 
of Claim 20 which comprise specifically the following features in combination with other recited 
limitations: 

— converting the codestream from the first progression order to a second JPEG 2000 
progression order different than the first progression order, without decoding the codestream, by 
reading one or more markers, updating the one or more markers to specify a target type of 
progression as recited; 

— converting the codestream from the first progression order to a predetermined 
intermediate progression order and from the predetermined intermediate progression order to 
the second progression order, and wherein the predetermined intermediate progression order is 
a layer progression order and the second progression order is a target progression order other 
than the layer progression order. 

None of the prior art teaches the intermediate progression order is predetermined and 
the predetermined intermediate progression order is a layer progression order.
